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Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Williann  M.  Randall,  the 
college  has  developed  from  a  two-year  community  college 
to  a  senior  college  recognized  nationally  for  athletic, 
academic,  and  cultural  achievement.  He  came  as  a  dean 
during  the  adolescence  of  Wilmington  College;  he  felt  the 
"grov\/ing  pains"  of  student  increase  and  academic  ex- 
pansion. At  the  beginning  of  his  presidency  in  1958,  the 
student  body  was  already  outgrowing  the  classrooms  of 
the  Isaac  Bear  Building.  Since  the  original  groundbreaking 
on  the  new  campus,  he  has  shoveled  the  first  dirt  to 
initiate  construction  of  several  buildings  for  the  expand- 
ing college. 

Like  a  father,  he  has  applied  knowledge,  gained 
through  years  of  study  and  travel,  to  guide  the  college 
toward  the  academic  ideal— the  total  college  atmosphere. 
While  studying  linguistics  and  library  science,  he  has  ob- 
served the  spirit  of  study  from  the  mysticism  of  the  Middle 
East  to  the  ceremony  of  Vatican  City.  In  the  spirit  of  a 
student  body,  he  has  acknowledged  the  necessity  of 
college  involvement;  and  through  his  guidance,  the  col- 
lege matured.  He  may  change  from  President  to  professor, 
but  he  can  never  relinquish  the  family  bond  as  his  ado- 
lescent comes  of  age. 

Now,  after  years  of  stimulating  Wilmington  College  to 
maturity.  Dr.  Randall  hopes  to  become  a  student  again, 
to  devote  full  effort  to  his  chosen  field.  He  intends  to 
further  his  study  of  linguistics,  but  he  will  never  leave 
the  field  that  chose  him  to  lead.  Dedicating  this  yearbook 
to  Dr.  Randall,  the  Student  Body  expresses  gratitude  for 
his  contribution  of  dignity  and  direction  in  the  academic 
community.

aCOMZt     PLAQUE 
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The  academic  year  1967-68  will  be  a  memorable  one 
in  the  history  of  Wilmington  College.  The  college  first 
opened  its  door  on  September  4,  1947— twenty  years  ago. 
The  1967-68  year  will  not  only  see  Wilmington  fully 
accredited  as  a  four-year  institution  but  will  also  mark  the 
retirement  of  two  of  its  most  respected  members— Presi- 
dent William  M.  Randall,  who  has  presided  over  the  growth 
of  the  college  as  dean  and  as  president  for  seventeen 
years,  and  Professor  Adrian  D.  Hurst,  who  has  headed  the 
Mathematics  Department  of  the  college  since  its  beginning. 

To  commemorate  these  events  and  to  honor  these  men, 
the  Wilmington  College  Collegiate  Civitan  Club  is  placing 
on  the  campus  a  "time  capsule"  to  be  opened  in  the  year 
2000. 

The  capsule  consists  of  a  four-inch  deep  and  three-inch 
diameter  canister  of  stainless  steel.  A  microfilm  record  of 
campus  life,  Wilmington  College  1967-68,  as  well  as 
history  of  the  first  twenty  years  of  the  college  is  being 
placed  in  the  canister,  which  is  sterilized  and  purged  with 
helium  to  remove  bacteria  and  air.  The  canister  was 
placed  in  a  housing  where  it  is  suspended  by  polyethy- 
lene pellets  to  isolate  the  cylinder  from  its  surroundings. 
The  housing  would  be  encased  in  a  half-ton  cylinder  of 
concrete  and  buried  on  campus.  The  sidewalk  in  front  of 
the  new  library  building  is  suggested  as  a  site.  The  cylinder 
would  be  marked  by  a  plaque  flush  with  the  surface  of 
the  walk.
